Tint  of  Semi-Annual  Sessions  Between 

Administrator's  and  Oraduate  Repre¬ 
sentatives  Held  Saturday 

Alumni  representatives  from  the 
majority  of  the  nintecn  'counties  in 
Northwest  Missouri  gathefed  at  the 
College  last  Saturday  morning  for  the 
first  of  two  conferences  to  bo  held  each 
year.  It  is  the  belief  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  of  tho  College  and  alumni  leaders 
that  tho  ties  between  the  two  will  be 
materially  strengthened  if  tlicro  is 
somewhere  a  meeting  point  between  the, 
two.  Consequently,  tho  College  will 
have  as  its  guests  twice  each  year  an 
alumni  representative  from  each  county 
in  tho  district. 

Tho  meeting  Saturday  was  in  the 
nature  of  an  open  forum,  and  all  matters 
pertaining  to  the  College  were  frankly 
discussed.  A  number  of  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  as  well  as  the  administrative  offi¬ 
cers  attended  the  meeting. 

Five  subjects  were  discussed  at  the 
meeting.  First  the  matter  of  administra¬ 
tion  and  support  of  the  College^  was 
brought  up,  and  it  was  followed  by  a 
discussion  on  the  College’s  policy 
toward  the  field.  Attendance  at  the  Col¬ 
lege,  curriculum  and  alumni  relations 
were  also  discussed. 

Luncheon  at  Noon 

The  meeting  convened  at  9  o’clock 
Saturday  morning  and  at  noon  tho  vis¬ 
itors  were  guests  at  a  luncheon  at  the 
Residence  Hall.  A  number  of  tho  visi¬ 
tors  remained  in  Maryville  Saturday 
.  afternoon  and  night  to  witness  tho  fi¬ 
nal  gaines  of  the  Northwest  Missouri 
High  School  basketball  tournament  at 
the  gymnasium. 

The  alumni  of  tho  College  are  now 
bottor  organized  than  ever  before,  ac¬ 
cording  to  C.  T.  Richards,  chairman. 
In  each  county  there  is  a  graduate 
leader  and  there  is  one  Jcader. Jor..al.l. 
the  alumni  outside  this  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  district.  It  is  planned  to  hold 
county  meetings  throughout  tho  year 
.  and  to  keep  tho  former  students  in  close 
touch  with  their  Alma  Mater. 

‘.‘Wo  certainly  believe  this  plan  of 
semi-annual  meetings  to  bo  tho  key  to 
successful  relations  between  the  Col¬ 
lege  and  its  alumni,”  President  Lam- 
kin  said  in  speaking  of  tho  gathering. 
“Wo  intend  to  inform  the  alumni  as 
to  just,  what  is  going  on  at-  tho  College, 
and  we  believe  that  in  most  instances 
the  graduates  can  give  us  valuablo 
suggestions. 

A  Close  Relationship 

“Our  ideal  is  to  have  tho  relations 
between  tho  school  and  its  graduates  to 
be  closer  than  in  any  other  institution 
if  possible,  and  suitable  organization 
will  bo  so  perfected.”

Biology  Teacher, 
Here  Ten  Years, 
Dies  December  2 


Cancer  Fatal  to  Mr.  Leeson. — Was  Ac- 
.  tive  in  Church  Work  in  Maryville  and 

on  Welfare  Board. 

Mr.  Leeson,  for  the  past  ten  years 
head  of  the  biology  department  of  the 
College  died  at  his  home,  033  West 
First  Street,  last  Thursday  morning, 
December  2. 

Death  was  causoil  by  cancer  of  tho 
liver.  -Mr.  Leeson  had  been  in  failing 
health  for  tho  last  nine  months  and  had 
had  boon  bedfast  three  months. 

Mr.  Leeson  was  born  in  Manchester, 
Mich.,  July  27,  1882,  where  he  lived 
until  he  entered  Albion  College  at  Al¬ 
bion,  Mich.  He  received  an  A.  B.  de¬ 
gree  froig,  Albion  College  in  1908,  and 
the  following  two  years  taught  in  the 
St.  John,  Mich.,  High  School.  He  was 
connected  with  tho  high  school  at  Osh- 
J<ftSh,_3Xja.,  fax.Ji.vci-  years  and  was  a 
member  of  the  faculty  of  the  Mankato 
State  Normal  for  one  year.  His  connec¬ 
tion  with  tho  local  College  dates  back 
to  that  time. 

Mr.  Leeson  also  held  an  M.  S.  degree 
,-from  the  University  of  Michigan,  which 
school  he  had  attended  for  four  sum¬ 
mer  terms,  and  had  dono  post-graduate

There  has  been  an  unusual  amount  of  controversy  within  the 
last  week  or  so  in  several  city  papers  concerning  the  game  of  foot¬ 
ball.  The  matter  was  brought  into  the  limelight  through  an  editorial 
written  by  William  Allen  White,  Kansas  editor,  which  was  reprinted 
in  several  metropolitan  papers.  * 

The  big  howl  is  that  football  is  just  rooting  book  teamin’  out 
of  the  educational  system;  that  students  go  to  school  to  play'  football 
or  to  see  football  played ;  and  that  the  student  who ,  can  repeat  his 
school  yells  and  songs  backward  and  forward  and  who.  can  work 
himself  into  the  greatest  frenzy  is  the  successful  college  or  univer¬ 
sity  product. 

All  of  which  is  bunk,  Mr.  William  Allen  White  probably  knows 
as  much  about  football  as  the  writer  does  about  the  specific  gravity 
of  a  piano  tuner's  wrench.  At  any  rate,  it  seems  that  the  grand  old 
college  game  is  getting  an  unfair  kick  from  the  rear.  <  1 

Football  does  occupy  a  large  part  in  American  college  and  uni¬ 
versity  life.  In  this  college  it  is  a  great  factor  in  student  life  and 
spirit.  But  there  are  so  many  good  points  about  the  gridiron  pastime 
that  there  are  certainly  two  sides  to  the  question.  - 

There  certainly  can  be  no  finer  spirit  taught  anywhere  than  on 
the  football  field.  Discipline ,  co-ordination,  fair  play,  grit  and  stick- 
to-it-iveness,  and  the  spirit  to  play  the  game  regardless  of  the,  out¬ 
come  are  pre-requisites'  of  true  football.  So  much  for  the  angle  of 
the  player. 

And  where  can  a  better  spirit  be  developed  than  on  the  side¬ 
lines,  where  everyone  is  everyone  else’s  equal  and  all  join  in.  the 
“push”-  behind  the  team.  There  must  be  something  good  about  a 
spirit  which  causes- an  entire  student  body  to  booh  a  play  which  is 
outside  the  rules,  or  to  cheer  another  team  when  the  other  team  is 
victorious. 

No  sircc — you  can’t  deny  it.  There  is  a  training  in  playing  or 
watching  foo'tball  which  cannot  be  received  from  a  textbook.  There 
is  a  democracy  which  cannot  result  from  a  blackboard.  There  is  a 
life  to  it  all  which  only  football  can  conceive. 

We’re  for  football  players;  we're  for  football  fans;  yes  sir, 
we’re  for  football  all  the  time.

Miss  Dvorak,  violin  teacher  at  tho 
Oollego  Conservatory  of  Music,  returnod 
to  Maryvillo  at  tho  beginning  of  the 
wintor  quarter  after  a  threo-months 
lonvo  of  absence,  spent  hobnobbing  with 
.tho  president  of  Czccho-Slavakia,  tour¬ 
ing  Europo,  attending  operas,  and  stu¬ 
dying  under  ono  of  tho  violin  mnstors 
of  tho  world. 

Quito  somo  experiences,  ono  would 
say — -and  Miss  Dvorak  was  brim  full 
of  interesting  happenings  wlion  slio  ro- 
sumod  her  duties  in  Maryvillo. 

Undoubtedly,  tho  grentost  honor  re¬ 
ceived  by  tho  local  violinist  was  lior 
entertainment  at  tho  homo  of  President 
Masaoyk  of  Czecho-Slavakia  in  Praguo. 
Tho  president  sent  his  personal  auto-  j 
mobile  and  chauffer  to  tho  liotol  for 
Miss  Dvorak,  and  slio  was  escorted, 
juuid  salutes  from  soldiers  and  polico- 
mon'nnd  bared  bonds  of  citizens,  to  tho 
presidential  mansion. 

Great  Musical  Honor 

But  -there  was  another  honor,  oven 
greater  from  a  musical  nnglo.  Miss 
Dvorak  nttondod  a  concert  in  Prague 
given  by  tho  Oeska  Philharmonic  Or¬ 
chestra.  Later  Bho  was  invited  to  be  n 
soloist  with  that  organization  in  Do- 
conibor.  Her  duties  in  Maryvillo,  how¬ 
ever,  prevented' the  acceptance  of  this 
honor. 

Miss  Dvorak  sailed  from  Now  York 
egrly  in  September  on  the  Leviathan 
and  returnod  latp  in  November  on  the 
Mine  boat.  She  visited  in  London,  Paris, 
Brussels,  Amsterdam,  Leipsig,  Prague, 
Yieouu,  Yeuice  and  Milan.  _ 


Later  slio  studied  for  several  wooks 
in  Pisek,  near  Praguo,  under  Prof.  Ot- 
okqr  Sevcik,  ono  of  tho  outstanding 
violin  masters  of  tho  world.  Prof.  Sov- 
cik  is  an  unusual  personality,  Miss 
Dvorak  said.  Ho  1ms  livod  in  Pisek  all 
his  lifo,  and  ho  is  now  73  yours  old. 
His  classos  draw  from  all  over  tho 
world.  In  tho  class  of  which  Miss  Dvor¬ 
ak  was  a  mombor  thoro  was  a  largo 
number  of  students,  only  throe  of  whom 
wore  Americans, 

A  Distinguished  Relaative 

Prof.  Sovcik  was  a  personal  friend 
of  Anton  Dvorak,  tho  colebratod  com- 
posor  of  whom  tho  Maryvillo  toaehor 
is  a  descendant.  This  friendship  was 
cemented  in  Posik,  which  is  a  town  of 
about  10,000  inhabitants.  It  is  strictly 
a  musical  center  and  it  supports  its  own 
symphony  orchestra. 

Miss  Dvorak  attended  tho  oporn  in  a 
number  of  cltios.  “I  liked  tho  opera  in 
Milan  best,”  slio  Baid.  “Then  came  tho 
ono  in  Paris.  Tho  opera  liousos  are  beau¬ 
tiful  buildings  and  tho  pooplo  as  a  rule 
are  gonorous  supporters.  Thoy  stand  in 
long  linos  in  front  of  tho  opora  houses, 
waiting  to  buy  tlckots. 

“But  ouo  ’of  tho  most  enjoyable 
things  about  tho  opora  was  tho  fact 
that  at  no  timo  did  I  huvo  to  pay  more 
than  a  dollar  for  tho  best  aoata  auy- 
wliero.’  ’ 

Mias  Dvorak  hoard  the  symphony  in 
Leipsig,  led  by  Henry  Fiiotwnngler,  the 
celebrated  conductor.  Bho  also  heard  the 
celebrated  orchestras  in  Menekleberg 
an*\  Prague.

Tho  roeont  spoil  of  bud 
wouther  has  hindered  operations,  but 
plans  aro  to  have  the  work  finished 
within  a  wook  or  so,  Thou  tho  presi¬ 
dent's  home  will  bo  hoatod  with  steam 
along  with  the  other  College  buildings, 


Something  now  in  tho  lino  of  Christ¬ 
mas  trees  is  being  offorod  by  tho  Col- 
logo  this  soasou.  Instead  of  using  tho 
old  way  v  of  obtaining  tho  trees,  this 
year  11  vo  trees  are  being  used  for  tho 
decoration  purposes, 

The  young  troos,  spruco  and  codar, 
aro  dug  up  with  a  largo  amount  of 
soil  on  their  roots  and  aro  then  pottod 
in  tubs  and  brought  to  tho  place  where 
they  aro  to  bo  usod  as  decorations. 
This  saves  tho  cutting  and  killing  of 
tho  trees  for  only  ono  soason^a  uso, 
und  also  eliminates  tho  necessity  of  hav¬ 
ing  to  clonn  up  tho  fallon  needles.  Wlion 
tho  season  is  over,  by  tho  now  method 
tho  young  troos  are  takon  out  and  again 
planted  in  tho  earth. 

Also  thoro  is  other  work  going  on  in 
connection  with  the  groonhouso.  In  tho 
north  end  of  tho  greohouso  snapdragons 
have  boon  placod  in  tho  benches  and 
aro  being  wired  up  on  tho  wires  in  ordor 
that  thoy  will  bo  tall  and  straight. 
Thoso  flowers,'  for  later  uso,  woro  plant¬ 
ed  as  soods  in  tho  fall  and  then  wore 
transplanted  into  pots  u  short  timo 
later. 

In  tho  other  ond  of  tho  house  thoro 
aro  ^till  a  -number  of  protty  carnations 
of  a  miinbor  of  varied  varieties. 

Tho  groou  fops  on  tho  bank  of  tho 
pool  torn!  to  crouto  tho  iitmosphoro  of 
a  real  pool,  Rocontly  tho  Stnto  Fish 
Hatchery  abut  oightoon  largo  gold  fish 
which  woro  added  to  those  nlroady  in 
tho  pool. 

Ono  would  not  rogrot  tho  timo  spout 
if  ho  jouruoyod  over  to  tho.  groonhouso 
just  to  seo  tho  pool.

Tells  Of  Good 
College  Does 
For  Maryville

D.,  A.  Caldwell,  Secretary  Maryville 
Chamber  of  Commerce,  Writes  of  In¬ 
stitution’s  Aid  to  Community^

Soc’y  Mnrvillo  Chamber  of  Commerce 
Tho  biggest  industry  in  Maryvillo  is 
the  Northwest  Missouri  State  Teachers 
College.  Not  only  , is  its  payroll  larger 
than  thnt  of  any  other  plant  in  tho  city, 
but  its  small  army  of  students  must  bo 
fed  and  housed,  which  provides  em¬ 
ployment  for  a  largo  number  of  the  res¬ 
idents.  The  annual  conventions  and 
tournaments  which  aro  part  of  tho  Col- 
logo  activities  bring  in  thousands  of  pe¬ 
ople  for  several  days  at  a  timo  and 
these  people  all  mnst  spend  somo  money 
here. 

In  a  financial  way,  then,  it  bocomos 
evident  to  the  most  casual  observer, 
that  the  College  is  a  great  asset  to 
Maryvillo.  Without  it  the  population 
eould  not  help  but  be  smaller,  with  a 
corresponding  loss  of  business  to  all 
firms  and  individuals  located  here. 
Property  values  would  bo  less  than  they 
are  now  and  because  of  this  fact  -tho 
revenue  of  tho  city  from  taxes  would 
bo  considerably  smaller. 

Money  Not  Everything 
Important  as  it  is,  money  is  not  ev¬ 
erything,  although  it  usually  is  first  in 
tho  eonsidcnjtion  of  communities  as 
well  as  individuals.  The  cultural  side  of 
lifo  in  Maryville  is  benefitted  by  the 
College  even  more  than  tho  financial 
aspects.  Many  high-claks  entertainments 
are  brought  to  this  city  through  the 
College  which  aro  beyond  the  reach  of 
strictly  industrial  communities  several 
times  the  size  of  ours.  While  the  Col- 
lego  is  comparatively  a  young  school, 
tho  experience  of  other  cities  that  have 
boon  educational  centers  for  a  half 
century  or  more  has  been  that  tho  up¬ 
lifting  cultural  benefits  continue  to  in¬ 
crease  as  time  passes.  It  is  reasonable 
to  nssumo  thnt  such  will  be  the  case 
hero  and  in  another  ton  or  twony/ years. 
Maryville  will  be  an  even  better  place 
in  which  to  live  and  work  than  it  is 
now.  . 

Becauso-  thoy  can  secure  four  years 
of  accredited  college  work  in  their  home 
town,  many  local  boys  and  girls  aro 
privileged  to  remain  at  homo  during  a 
period  of  their  lives  when  tho  restraints 
of  fnthor  and  mother  aro  sometimos 
most  needed.  Keeping  families  together 
as  long  ns  possible  is  ono  of  the  mnny 
indirect. /benefits  of  tho  Collcgo  which 
Mnryvillo  peoplo  seldom  think  of.  It 
is  this  fact,  howevor,  which  is  often 
thought  of  first  by  peoplo  who  nro  con¬ 
sidering  a  chango  in  location  in  order 
to  eduento  their  families  to  tho  best 
advantage.  Thero  is  no  question  but 
thnt  somo  of  tho  growth  of  Maryvillo 
during  the  past  two  yours  or  moro  can 
bo  attributed  to  this  fact.  In  tho  future 
it  should  become  ovon  moro  important 
for  new  schools  nro  not  apt  to  bo  estab¬ 
lished  and  with  tho  stendily  increas¬ 
ing  demnnd  for  moro  and  hotter  oduca- 
tiqn,  tho  “school  towns”  will  have  a 
decided  advantage  ovor  those  communi¬ 
ties  which  are  without  such  facilities. 

Effect  Is  Helpful 

The  effect  upon  the  “community 
spirit”  is  helpful.  Having  sonic  com¬ 
mon  intorost  unitos  the  pooplo  of  Mnry¬ 
villo  moro  firmly  than  would  bo  possiblo 
woro  thore  nothing  thnt  could  bo  givon 
100  por  cent  support  without  fonr  of 
infringing  upon  political,  religions  or 
other  forbiddon  grounds. 

Tho  “pop”  that  is  developoll  in 
bucking  up  a  winning  football,  -bnskot- 
ball  or  other  athletic  tonm;  tho  enjoy¬ 
ment' of  a  fino  band  or  orchostra  con- 
cortj'  mid  tho  prido  thnt  comes  through 
an  understanding  of  tho  morit  of  tho 
Collogo  all  help  to  mtiko  tho  residents 
of  Maryvillo  bottor  citizens  und  moro 
efficient  boosters  for  tlioir  homo  towns. 

In  a  physical  sonso  tho  Colldgo,  with 
tho  now  buildings  and  beautiful  campus, 
adds  much  to  tho  gonoriilly  prosperous 
appniiriiuco  of  Maryvillo,  It  stimulates 
tho  Iniilding  of  splendid  homos  along 
tho  rosidouco  streets  adjacent  to  tho  j 
campus,  lu  timo,  this  section  of  tho 
city  will  ho  entirely  built-up  in  a  per¬ 
manent  manner  which  would  biyytrodiLi 
to  any  largo  city.

French  Pianist 
Sensational  in 
A  Concert  Here 

E.  Robert  Schmitz,  in  Winter  Artists 
Course  Number,  Gives  and  Outstand¬ 
ing  and  Artistic  Program 

E.  Robert  Schmitz,  French  pianist, 
who  appeared  in  the  first  of  a  series  of 
concerts  to  be  given  by  the  College, 
last  Thursday  night,  December  4,  at¬ 
tracted  considerable  comment.  All  who 
heard  his  recital  pronounced  it  tho 
work  of  a  mastor. 

Each  number  proved  a  treat  to  the 
audience.  Mr.  Schmitz  plays  without 
affectation  and  with  no  apparent  effort. 
Ho  gave  a  comprehensive  group"  by 
Chopin,  of  which  “F  Sharp  Major  Noc¬ 
turne”  and  “Polonaise’’  were  perhaps 
the  most  delightful. 

Plays  Debussey  Well 
“Moonlight”  by  Debussy  , played 
with  a  remarkable  delicacy,  contrasted 
with  three  other  numbers  by  tho  samo 
composer. 

According  to  Mr.  Annott,  Mr.  Schmitz 
is  one  of  the  world’s  outstanding  pian¬ 
ists.  Certainly  no  better  has  ever  ap¬ 
peared  before  a  Maryvillo  audience. 

Mr.  Schmitz  was  outstanding  in  his 
Bach  number,  tho  first- on  tho  program. 
As  an  interpreter  of  the  modern  and  tho 
ultra-modern,  ho  shows  a  style  which 
ranks  him  at  the  top  in  this  respect. 
“Polonaise”  Excellent 
If  there  is  any  piano  number  thnt  is 
moro  difficult  than  all  otliefs  it  is 
Chopins  “Polonaise”.  Tho  manner  in 
which  Mr.  Schmitz  played  this  number 
last  Thursday  night  leaves  no  doubt 
concerning  his  absolute  finesse.  Ho 
readied  his  climax  hero. 

Tho  audience  demanded  encores  and 
the  pianist  played  ft  Spanish  folk  song 
after  liis  third  group  and  Dobussy’s

Thirteen  high  school  basketball  teams, 
champions  of  as  many  counties  in  North¬ 
west  Missouri,  mot  nt  tho  College  gym¬ 
nasium  last  Friday  nnd  Saturday  nnd 
fought  it  out  for  the  championship  of 
the  district.  When  tho  final  whistle  had 
blown,  tired  but  happy  quintet  of 
blue-and-white  suited  •  players  from 
Breckenridge  troted  off  the  big  court 
in  tho  gymnasium,  champions  of  North¬ 
west  Missouri. 

The  tournament  was  a  good  one. 
There  were  a  number  of  outstanding 
teams,  and  tlie  way  to  victory  was  no 
easy  one  for  the  Breckcnridgo  team. 
Its  hardest  game,  in  fact,  was  the  final 
one  with  the  Pickering  quintet,  Noda¬ 
way  County  champion.  This,  game  was 
truly  a  championship  tilt,  and  it  was 
closo  and  interesting  from  tho  opening 
whistle  until  the  final  moment.  ^Ireck- 
enridgo  won,  14  to  10,  but  only  after 
thirty-six  minutes  of  fast,  driving  bas¬ 
ketball. 

Third  Place  to  Galt 

Third  place  honors  in  tho  tournament 
went  to  tho  Galt  team,  which  won  over 
Gilman  City  in  the  consolation  finals, 
35  to  20.  The  Galt  team  had  tho  edgo  in 
height  and  in  goal-shooting  ability,  and 
therin  lay  the  measure  of  victory.  Gil¬ 
man  City,  coached  by  Harold  ~Ncal,  a 
former  College  student,  wns  ono  of  the 
surprises  of  the  tournament. 

Tho  tournament  showed  that  all  of 
tho  good  players  were  not  on  one  team.
